Prof. Schlesinger’s words are 
timely and to the point. There is 
something uncanny about — the 
thought of radio waves being hurled 
at us through empty space from a 
pin point of light away off in the 
outer darkness. Our own earth has 
problems enough, and seems very 
big and busy; it is discouraging to 
fee] that far on the other side of the 
sun there are men of science who 
are debating whether our planet is 
inhabited, and wondering whether 
they can get us to talk to them, if 
it is, 

We like to feel that we are the 
centre of the universe, Indeed, many 
of us have trouble in realizing that 
our own continent is not all that 
matters. We cannot get along with 
the idea that life is a tremendous, 
starglowing mystery. We are too 
earthbound. We want things simpli- 
fied. 

When we eliminate the mystery 
we can go to work. We have a good 
many things to do, and we can’t hely 
fecling that some of them are rather 
important. We blot out the sight of 
distant stars with factory smoke, 
and we overwhelm whatever distant 
signals may be coming to us with 
the noise of lathe and drill. And, on 
that basis, we vet along very nicely 

But suppose, just once, we should 
get in touch with Mars. Suppose, in 
other words, that each of us sud- 
denly should get a glimpse of this 
universe of ours as it really is— a 
mystery that we never can fathom, 
loaded with meanings too big for u 
to comprehend, dwarfing our mun 
dane affairs and convincing us that 
we are heirs to a limitless universe 
too high-born to waste our time at 
our customary pursuits of 
and spending, building and using. 
What would become of factory 
smoke and turning lathe then? 

It’s just as well we don't wet the 
signal. We aren’t ready for it. Our 
heads would be turned, our wit 
would become permanently confused 
Let’s hope Prof, Schlesinger is right. 
Some day we'll be ready for the 
revelation, But not yet.

When a child is given the “com 


fort” to send him to sleep, it gen- 
erally drops from the mouth when 
the child is asleep, and frequently 
it becomes the resting-place for 
flies which may have come from any 
filthy place. Whén the child awakes 
and cries, the mother rushes to the 
baby and places this soiled thing in 
his mouth. 

The baby cries for the “comfort” 
because it has become a habit. If he 
were never given one, he would 
never want one, It is not natural for 
a child to have something in the 
mouth all the time. Sucking a “com- 
child after 
a few minutes. It tires him and 
makes him irritable. Like the con- 
stant chewing of gum or sucking a 
dry pipe, it causes unnatural 
flow of saliva, The swallowing of 
this and the movement of the jaws 
cause an uncomfortable feeling like 
a hard lump back of the throat,

Continued use of the “eomfort” 
alters the arch of the mouth and 
frequently @auses projecting upper 


teeth, with a short, tight upper lip. 
This often means that the jaws are 
not of normal shape or appearance, 
and proper chewing of food is dif 
ficult, if not impossible. 

There is only one place for any 
and all styles of “comforts"—the 
fire or the yarbaye pail, never 
baby’s mouth.

THE SUMMERFALLOW 
The object of the summerfallow 
is three fold; to conserve moisture, 
to eradicate perennial weeds with 
creeping root stalks and to lower 
the weed seed content of the soil, 


Experiments conducted at the Dom 


iniap Experimental Station, La 
combe, indicate that none of the 
summerfallow substitute crops is as 
efficient as the bare fallow in this 
respect 

Experiments with different sum 


merfallow treatments show that any 
method of fallowing which will keep 


the land “black” will give wood reé 
sults. Keeping the land “black” how 
ever, is not always as easy as it 
may appear. It involves the eradica 
tion of all perennial weeds with 
creeping root stalks such as couch 
and sweetgrass, Canadian and sow 
thistle, brome yrass, dandelions, 
ete,, as well as the germination and 


destruction of all volunteer grain 
and annual weeds such as stinkweed, 
mustard, wild oats, buckwheat, pig- 
weed, lambs quarters, ete, 

If the soil is a rather light loam 
and free from perennial weeds and 
grasses, fallowing without plowing 
is possible and in some cases advis 
able in that the previou season's 
crop of weed seeds is not buried to 
be later brought to the surface 
when preparing the land for succeed- 
ing crops. Summerfallowing with- 
out plowing on land which lends it- 
self to that pratice, permits the 
germination and destruction of a 
greater number of weed crops than 
is possible where the land is plow 
ed; on the hand, fallowing 
without plowing is séldom advisable 
because the prevalence of perennial 


other 


weeds and pra make it inadvis 
able. 

The cultivation or discing of land 
before plowing will assist material 


ly in controlling weeds on land to 
be fallowed. It forms a mulch and 
thus tends to conserve moisture, 
keep the land from baking and pro- 
mote the germination of weed seeds. 

Early plowing usually gives best 
results in that it prevents the de- 
velopment of a rank weed growth 
which utilizes moisture and plant 
food which should be conserved for 
the next season's crop. 

After plowing, cultivation should 
be done with an implement suitable 
for the purpose. The spring tooth 
harrow is ay excellent machine for
